M’COMBS REFUSES 
DIPLOMATIC POST: 


Gives Final Decision on 
French Ambassadorship. 


Have Declined Ambassador- 
Ship to Great Britain. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—William F. 
McCombs. who was manager of President 
Wilson's campaign, today issued a state- 
ment in which he said he had declined the 
post of ambassador to France. 

Intimations also were received from Cam- 
bridge, Mass., that Charles W. Eliot, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard university, prob- 
ably would decline the offer of the ambassa- 
dorship to Great Britain. 

The report which came from Cambridge, 
Mass., said Dr. Hot had made his decision 
on account of his advanced years and his dis- 
inclination to live abroad. 

One friend of Dr. Eliot said a letter ex- 
pressing to President Wilson his regrets that 
he cannot see his way clear to accept the im- 
portant post in Great Britain is on the way 
to Washington. 


McCombs Gives Out Statement. 

The statement made by Mr. McCombs was 
as follows: 

Today I communicated to the president 
my final decision as to the great honor he 
has done me in offering me the ambassador- 
ship to France, with assurances of my pro- 
found appreciation. No publie position with- 
in his gift could be more attractive to me. 
In view of its great dignity and importance 
I have weighed the matter with much care, 

“After recorisidering the offer the same 
motives as were in my mind before have im- 
pelled me to decline The acceptance of the 
post would involve greater satrifices than 
I should make. I do not feel I can afford to 
leave my life work—the practice of the law. 
I feel compelled to devote my@#eélf to my per- 
sonal affairs, and, at the same time, I will 
lend any assistance in my power that will 
contribute to the success of the Democratic 
administration and the Democratic party.“ 


Guthrie Gets Mexican Post. 

George W. Guthrie, former mayor of Pitts- 
burgh and a Democratic state chairman in 
Pennsylvania, has been chosen to be ambas- 
sador to Mexico, but it is likely that an an- 
nouncement will be deferred until the state 
department formulates its policy with regard 
to recognition ot the Huerta government. 

The offer to Prof. Henry Burchard Fine of 
Princeton university to be ambassador to 
Germany still is open to him. 

Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell university 
has been much interested in the selection of 
John R. Mott of Montclair, N. J. the Y. M. 
C. A. leader. to be minister to China, and is 
said to be urging Mr. Mott on behalf of the 
president to accept the post. 

For the ambassadorships to Italy, Austria, 
Brazil, Russia, Turkey, and Japan no defi- 
nite selections have been made. 

It is likely John W. Garrett will continue 
as minister to Argentina and Maurice Fran- 
cis Egan as minister to Denmark. 


Gardner Declines Pension Place. 

Since Former Senator Obadiah Gardner 
of Maine, having refused the offer of com- 
missioner of pensions, it was learned today, 
friends of Dr. D. C. Gentsch of New Phila- 
delphia, O., have renewed their efforts on 
his behalf for the place. 

Mr. Gardner is credited with refusing the 
offer because he and his friends did not be- 
lieve the place “ was big enough,” and his 
friends ventured the opinion that he “ da- 
served something better.

Illinois Commission Today Will 
Urge President to Launeh 
National Crusade.

URGES BIG CONFERENCE. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special]— 
Prepared to offer a definite proposal for a 
national movement to combat the evil of 
white slavery, the members of the Lilinols 
senate’s vice committee arrived in Washing- 
ton tonight. When the committee meets 
President Wilson tomorrow for a brief con- 
ference Mr. O’Hara will submit this proposi- 
tion: 

That the president call a national con- 
ference of the governors of the states and 
of the state committees which have un- 
dertaken the investigation of white 
slavery. 

That this conference consider the es- 
tablishment of a national commission for 
protection against white slavery,. this 
commission to be empowered to fix mini- 
mum wage standards for working girls. 


Society Women to Give Views. 

When the Illinocisans arrived here they 
found acceptances from nearly all the wit- 
nesses invited to appear before the com- 
mittee at the public hearing tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at the Willard hotel. There were re- 
plies from all of the society women invited 
with the exception of Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth and Mre. Preston Gibson. Nearly all 
the others signified an intention of attending. 
Mme. Riano, wife of the Spanish minister, 
wrote that better amusements for working 
girls would go far toward saving them from 
moral delinquency. 


COMMISSION MEETS GOV. TENER. 
Harrisbure, Pa., March 21.—Gov. Tener 
today assured members of the Illinois vice 
commission he will send a special message 
to the Pennsylvania legislature urging it to 
take steps to stamp out the vice traffic and 
to study the subjects relating to vice with a 
view to coöperating with sister states In @ 
national movement. ' 

Members of the Illinois senatorial commis- 
sion, who stopped here for two hours en 
route to Washington, set forth at a confer- 
ence with the governor the aims of the in- 
quiry. giving some of the results, and asked 
the assistance of Pennsylvania. 

J shall be glad to recommend to the 
legislature this whole matter with a special 
recommendation to investigate and adopt 
such Measures as will stamp out the white 
slave traffic. It appeals at once to every one 
and is a traffic that no human being should 
be engaged in,” said the governor, : 


O’Hara Tells Illinois’ Work. 

Lieut. Gov. Barratt O’Hara was the chief 
speaker for the Illinois delegation, Senators 
Beall and Juul supplementing his remarks. 
All said they wished to correct the impres- 
sion that the commission seeks to reflect 
upon the purity of America’s working wom- 
en, but desires to find out whence come the 
victims of vice and tojake all possible means 
to stop the traffic. 

Lieut. Gov. O'Hara said the commission 
desires to remove the menaces surrounding 
girls who have to earn their living. 

In closing the conference Senator Beall 
outlined what had been done in the country 
in the way of minimum wage legisiation and 
workmens compensation, saying that in 
Maseachusetts a law providing for the wage 
had worked well and such statutes Rad been 
successfully operated in England and other 
European countries.”

AUSTRIA DEFIED — 
BY MONTENEGRO 


Curt Reply by King Nicholas 
to Note Regarding Fate of 
Seutari in Battle 


| MAY GET AN ULTIMATUM. 


LONDON, March 21-The relations of 
Austria and Montenegro have become acute, 
even to the point of breaking, as a result of 
the curt reply of King Nicholas of Montene- 
gro to Austria's note concerning Scutari. 

In his reply King Nicholas expresses regret 
for any injury Mone the civil population of 
Ceutari, but refuses to concede Vienna's de- 
mand that civilians be allowed to leave the 
besieged city or to permit an Austrian official 
to participate in the inquiry into the alleged 
murder of the priest Palle, the forcible con- 
version of Catholics, and interference with 
the Austrian steamer Skedra. 

Austria already has decided to send Mon- 
tenegro a more urgent note, which will be a 
thinly veiled ultimatum, and if this does no- 
have the desired effect, to issue a formal 
ultimatum, which will be backed up by the 
Austrian fleet now off the coast of Albania. 


Nicholas Unlikely to Yield. 

Russia, with which country Austria is re- 
ported to have reached an agreement, it is 
understood, will urge Montenegro to show 
a more conciliatory spirit, but the previous 
Russian efforts in this direction were fruit- 
less, and it is feared King Nicholas, who 
believes his crown depends upon the capture 
of Scutari, will remain etubborn. 

Austria has notified the powers that its 
fleet has gone to the Albanian coast because 
of the position of the Catholics of whom Aus- 
tria is the protector, and has sent back to 
Cettinje its minister, Baron de Glesel, who 
will impress on Montenegro the cetermina- 
tion of Austria that Scutari shall remain Al- 
banian and that Austria's other demands 
must be complied with. 

Servia,. which realizes the frultlessness 
of the continued Siege at Scutari, is under- 
stooc to acquiesce in this. In fact, all the 
allies, except Montenegro, which is prepar- 
ing a general storming attack on Scutar!, 
anxiously are awaiting an excuse to end 
the war. 


King Nicholas, however, is said to have 


declared: 
Either I shall return to Cettinje the con- 
queror of Scutari, or not at all. 


King Constantine Takes Oath. 

ATHENS, Greece, March 21.—King Con- 
stantine of Greece took the constitutional 
oath of office in the chamber of deputieg to- 
day under auspicious circumstances in the 
presence of the highest officials of the state 
and the entire parilament 

The Metropolitan of Athens, who was sur- 
rounded by the members of the holy synod in 
full canonicais, offered prayer and then read 
aloud the oath which the king repeated in a 
firm voice. 

A salute of 101 gune was fired when the 
royal procession left the palace for the cham- 
ber of deputies. The king will start for Fa- 
loniki tonight.

A terrific windstorm, accompanied by rain, 
sleet. and snow, swept over nearly the whole 
middle west yesterday, causing many deaths 
and great destruction of property. 

Alabama and Miesissippi seem to have been 
the states where the greatest violence was 
felt. A half score towns in those two states 
were practically destroyed and half a hun- 
dred deaths are reported. Indiana, Missouri. 
and Ohio also reported loss of life and prop- 
erty. 

The force of the storm was felt from the 
gulf coast far up into the northwest. 

The full extent of the damage cannot be 
learned, because of the fact that wire com- 
munications from Chicago to practically all 
of the east and a large section of the south 
and west were cut off.

exactly those in which the most water was 
wasted through leaky plumbing. 

In Milwaukee, with its 400,000 people, 
the average consumption of water per day 
per inhabitant is only about 100 gallons— 
as opposed to 230 gallons in Chicago— 
while the death rate of the city is so low 
as to rank it among the healthiest of its 
class in the country. The adoption of 
meters has resulted in making the cost of 
water to the residence consumer the low- 
est in the country. The annual bill of 
40,000 such consumers—two-thirds of the 
entire number—is less than $5, while at 
the same time the water department shows 
an annual profit in excess of $200,000, 
Factories, railroad sheps, and breweries 
furnish more than half of the total income 
of the department, and the cost is exactly 
the same to the largest as to the smallest 
consumer—about 6 cents for a thousand 
gallons. 

H. F. Bohman, superirférdent of the 
Milwaukee system, lives in an eight room 
house, fitted with laundry tubs, bath and 
other sanitary appliamces, and he also uses 
a lawn hose. Under the old system of as- 
cated water rates his yearly charge was 
$15; under meter it is about $4.50.

In Boston the entire metropolitan district 
and most of its suburbs will be completely 
metered within the next few years. The 
most recent report of the water department 
shows that the stendily increasing use of 
meters has resulted in cutting down the 
daily per capita usage and wastage of water 
to a lower rate than during any year since 
1908, thus making it possible to supply 4 
constantly increasing number of people 
without adding to the equipment of the 
department. 

In St. Louis it is estimated that putting 
some 68,000 consumers under meter will 
cut down the cost sufficiently to make it 
unnecessary to construct certain large and 
enormously expensive additions to the pres- 
ent water works equipment. 


* 

LLUMINATING gas, under pressure in 

the pipes, is certainly as hard to keep 
from wasting as is water. But a gas com- 
pany which could not account for at least 
80 per cent of the total volume of gas de- 
livered into its receiving tanks and mains 
would feel itself disgraced and would hurry 
to find more efficient managers. What shall 
be said of a water supply company—even 
if it is municipally owned—which does not 
claim to account for even 50 per cent of 
the water pumped and is by no means sure 
about that? 

The instalation of meters must always 
be a gradual process, beginning with busi- 
ness houses and extending more and more 
into the residence districts. With it must 
go a careful supervision of the meters and 
a constant investigation of leaks in the 
underground mains and pipes before the 
water reaches the meters. 

In Chicago the so-called pitometer sur- 
veys, by means of which both underground 
leaks have been located and a check had 
on the waste caused by leaky plumbing,

Dr. Flexner Answers Charge 


His Serum Caused Deaths. 


CITES. CHILDREN’S CASES. 


Says No Fatalities Were Reported Till 
Attack by Cincinnati Doctor. 


New York, March 21—Dr. Simon Fiexner 
today came to the defense of his discovery, 
the widely used serum for the treatment of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, which recently 
was attacked by Dr. S. P. vs: wate of Cincin- 
nati. 

The Rockefeller Institute for an Re- 
search, with which Dr. Flexner is connected, 
has received many inquiries regarding pub- 


lished reports of a meeting of the Cincinnatt : 


, Academy of Medicine on Marth 17, when Dr. 
Kramer is said to have declared several chit- 
dren in the Cincinnati city hospital died with- 
in a few minutee after receiving an injec- 
tion of the Flexner serum. 

Dr. Krau.er attributed these fatal results 
to trikresol. a carbolic acid derivative used 
with the serum as a preservative. 

Dr. Fiexner’s statement follows: 

“Thousands of cases of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis have been treated with the Flex- 
ner serum since 1906, when it was ‘ntro- 
duced, A large proportion of the cases has 
been children, many of them under 3 years 
of age. If the anti-meningitis serum itself 
or the preservative trikresol contalned in it 
were the cause of the deaths reported by 
Dr. Kramer of Cincinnati! similar fatalities 
should often have been reported before. But 
no one else has reported any. : 

„Considering the wide use of the serum 
and the consensus of opinion that it la net 
only not harmful, but highly beneficial to 
children as Well as to adults, I see no reason 
for attributing ‘the effects Dr. Kramer has 


reported to either the serum or the proserva- 


tive.“

Masters of 
French Criticism. 
BY ELLEN FITZ GERALD. 
HE MASTERS OF MODERN 
* FRENCH CRTTICIsM is a re- 


view of modern thought. Change 
the names of the critics and what 


is true of the varying and varied 


phases of French criticiem is true, in a differ- 


ent manner of expression, of the criticism of 


Germany and of England. But French crit- 
ics mass themselves more coherently, they 
have either a Closer affinity or a more marked 
contrast of outlook and thus offer excel- 
lent material for studies in the character 
value of the romantic, the classic, and later 
the naturalisttc school of thought. The crit- 
ics of Prof. Irving Babbitt’s selection fall 


into some one of these schools and link them- 


selves in a progressive series from the French 
revolution to the present time. 
a > 
Mhe. de Stabil heads the list as the critic of 
an expanding nationalism, She wished Ger- 


‘many to understand France, and she com- 


pelled France to know Germany, and that at 
a time when both countries were under the 
spell of two great personalities, Napoleon 
and Goethe. Mme" de Staé! is pictured as an 
intellectual ambassador at the court of Wei- 
mar, absorbing and dispensing ideas. This 
essay would have been doubly valuable had 
Prof. Babbitt been more international in his 
study. He is shy of Germany and not aglow 
with admiration for Mme. de Sta#l, whose 
spiritual outlook he describes as Rousseau- 
istic enthusiasm.’ The term expresses Mme. 
de Staé@l rather vaguely and it does not show 
why Rousseau, who is more an idea than 
a man, kindled one kind of fire in France and 
another in Germany and how Mme. de Staél’s 
enthusiasm was fed from both flames. Rous- 
seau and Rousseaulstie are two very different 
things, and the difference ip felt even more 
in Prof. Babbitt's chapter on Chateaubriand. 


~o- 

The link between Mme. de Stasi and Cha- 
teaubriand is lost in the series, becausé Jou- 
bert is given second place, He is made inter- 
esting as a personality, a lofty dreamer, but 
not a romantic one. It was Chateaubriand 
who embodied another phase of Rousseau, 
the love of the primitive; yet as a critic he 
loved the classic. His great service to crit- 
icigsm ig that form cannot control the spirit 
of a piece of literature. Duripides and Racine 
use the same form, but one writes as a pagan, 
the other as a Christian. Chateaubriand 
further showed the way to a new method of 
writing. history, making it concrete and ex- 
pressive instead of abstract and colorless. 

Sainte-Beuve is the outstanding essay of 
the volume. Prof. Babbitt allows Sainte- 
Beuve to make his way alone, whereas in 
many o the essays the main subject is pushed 
aside too often, or merely allowed to be judged 
by what this one said or another one did not 
say. One of the faults of the volume is too 
much quotation. Single utterances are given 
too much value, and are applied too rigidly to 
support or condemn the critic under discus- 

sion. Sajnte-Beuve, it is true, is first intro- 
duced by his far off affindties—Montaigne and 
Horace—but he soon fills the stage and his 
critical method is carefully outlined. His 
critical genius was the product of insatiable 
curlosty. Thie he developed into a bi- 
ographical method which made his causeries 
minute portraitures. 
| > 

After Sainte-Beuve, the great critics are 
Taine, Renan, and Bruneti@re. ‘Taine under- 
stood naturalism; he learned from Balzac 
the vaide of environment.on character, and 
applied this principle to the study of litera- 
ture. He did not mind that facts do not fol- 
low theories; he persisted in an hypothesis 


no matter how absurd it was. Renan carried 


the scientific method to the study of religion 
and ended not in making religion scientific 
but dy making science a kind of religiosity. 
Brunetiére closes the series and he reacts 
from the naturalists and impressionists and 
is an out and out classicist with faith in au- 
thority. 

Prof. Babbitt’s book is not vigorous read- 
ing. It is strange that with all his study of 
French he has not acquired a little of the 
French genius fc: conclusiveness or climax. 
When his group ‘3 disposed of he leaves one 
bewildered and not refreshed. It ic not that 
he is vague, but that he is vagrant. He wan- 
ders from a point or meanders toward it, and 


the point itself is ost in this leisurely course. 


His endless quoting is responsible for this; 
so is his lack of emphasis on current and 
counter current in French thought. The 
book is irritatingly calfn. One often wishes 
for a bit of real verve, or enthusiasm, or 
something which does not give the impression 
of condescending to the subject, when the fact 
is the subject demands a vigorous attack and 
a strong coherent presentation. (Houghton-

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‘Immigration and Labor” 


By I. A. Hourwich.

ITH congress passing the 3

Hourwich on IMMIGRATIO 
AND LABOR (Putnam's) takes o 
Mr. Hourwich is 


evidently the product of intense study both 


nere and abroad. He traces the cause of 


immigration and its effect upon the condi- 
tion of American labor. 

He dissents from the popular opinion which 
Holds that every immigrant admitted to this 


country takes away the job of some American 


or earlier immigrant. By an analysis of 
available statistical evidence he proves that 
immigration merely responds to the growing 
jemand for labor. Few people are aware of 
th: fact that along with the immigration of 
laber there is going on an immigration of 
foreign capital to the United States. Over 
six billion dollars of European capital have 
been invested in the development of Ameri- 
can industry. Immigration, which alone has 
made this development possible, has raised 
i. English speaking wageworkers to the 
status of an aristocracy of labor. Organiza- 
tion ons Wageearners is shown to have 
gone apace with immigration, the strongest 
labor organizations being those composed of 
immigra from southern and eastern Eu- 
rope. He author concludes that the most 


‘ drastic restriction of immigration would not 


facilitate the solution of any of the labor 
problems engaging the attention of the pub- 
lic, whereas the literacy test would prove 
futile even as a means of restriction. 


The proportion of illiterates, he says, among the 
male immigrants 14 years of age and over admitted 
in 1910 was 26 per cent. Assuming that they were 
ali unskilled laborers we may estimate their pro- 
portion at not over 88 per cent of the total number 
of unskilled laborers admitted. At this rate the 
average annual immigration of unskilled laborers 
for the decade 1901-1910 would still have remained 
over 80 per cent above the average for 1891-1900. 
Yet the arguments for restriction were the same 
in the 906 as today. Prof. Fairchild, referring 
to the period from December, 1907, to August, 1908, 
when emigration exceeded Immigration by 124,124, 
finds that this figure is almost infinitesimal com- 
pared to the total mass of the American working 
people, or te theamount of unemployed at a normal 
time.’’ 

The net result of the emigration movement of 
those nine months was tantamount to a prohibi- 
tion of immigration, yet Prof. Fairchild finds that it 
had a very trifling palliative effect. This ad- 
mission is full of meaning. I permits 
of but one logical conclusion, viz., that even com- 
plete prohibition of immigratién would have but 
an “infinitesimal ’’ effect upon unemployment 
and other problems of vital interest to the total 
mass of the American working people.” 

Mere restrictive legislation could, a fortion, pro- 
duce no rem effect. The futility of one act 
would only goad the believers in restriction to re- 
newed efforts for more restriction. 

— 

The effects of labor on the standard of liv- 
ing in this country er wages and working 
conditions are treated fully in separate chap- 
ters, and the conditions found in the various 
trades are adequately dealt with. There are 
tables of statistics on these matters and 
altogether the survey of the whole labor sit- 
uation seeme fair and complete.

N the course of a year a reviewer uses a 
great many. adjectives and then he uses 

a great many of them over and over 
again, until his whole stock becomes 
quite threadbare and frayed along tbe 
edges. ‘So when a book comes along about 
which he really wants to say something and 
mean what he says, he finds himelf in the 
position of the lad in the fable who cried 
“Wolf”. too often. The discerning, ad- 
jective satiated public looks on his honest 


comments with considerable skepticism, dis- 


counting them at a fearful rate until his 
words are just so much printer’s ink. Yet 
there are some books which must have cer- 
tain things said about them, regardiess of 
how many times those selfsame things have 
been said before.

For instance, here is MARK by Frances 
Newbold Noyes (Clode), which must be ex- 
pressed by the phrases, ‘“ refreshing,”’ 
unique,“ different.“ clever,“ and there 
are a good many more which one might 
truthfully mention. It is a most sincere and 
unusual bit of fiction, not particularly pene- 
trating nor analytical, but exceedingly sug- 
gestive, and put together with the most radi- 
ant.cleverness. It is the simple story of an 
ideal sort of youth, brought up in unsophisti- 
cated unconventionality in the wilds of Aus- 
tralia, with wildly idealistic ideals of honesty 
and frankness, who“fines himself transpfant- 
ed into the midst of his aristocratic English 
relations, where love and honor and truth are 


qualities beyond the pale of ordinary prac-. 


tice. 


For a while he has a very carnestly exciting |} 


time of it, and he and a charming girl have 
a delightful little romance. Then he is caught 


beyond any escape in the clutches of a de- 


signing women and rather than soil himself 
he chooses the only course open to his direct- 
ly trained mind; as he phrases it, he “ goes 
away,“ the pistol shot taking him rather 
unexpectedly but fittingly from a world with 
which he is not suited to struggle.

Nor did his first venture with 
a league which did not last even yntil July 4 
strengthen Knisely’s desire to play ball.

But Knisely had shown in the month at

Knisely broke in at shortstop, where he 
proved a mediocre player, but his batting 
kept him in the game and he was tried in 
the outfield. Follcwing his short experi- 
ence with the Charleroi club Knisely signed 
in the spring of 1910 with another weak- 
kneed club in the Pennsylvania league, but 
in July was transferred to Saginaw in the 
Southern Michigan league.” There he played 
against Vic Saier, who was on the Lansing 
team of the same circuit. He was a Dit 
behind King Cole, who performed in Bay 
City previous to joining the Cubs.

In 1911 Knisely went to the Whecling club 
of the Central league and at the conclusion 
of the season was drafted by Columbus, 
After a tryout in the springgof 1912 Columbus 
sent Knisely to Akron, from which he was 
drafted at the end of last season by Garry 
Herrmann for the Cincinnati! team. He was 
said to be slated for a return to Akron if 
the deal with the Cubs for Tinker had not 
gone through, but of that fact there is no 
authentic information. 

After first starting in the game Knisely has 
played on the outfield most of the time. He 
played on the infield part of last season at 
Akron, and Cincinnati used ae second 
base in a-few games last fall. e prefers 
the outfield, wut believes he can get accus- 
tomed to the hop of the balls on the infield, 
with experience. 

Knisely was born in Waynesboro, Fa., on

FARRELL'S EDICT 


Blue Grass League Out 
of Baseball. 


PLAYERS FREE AGENTS, 


Plan of Kentuckians to Violate 
Territorial Agreement Brings 
Quick Action. 


Auburn, N. Y., March 21.—Chairman John 
H. Farrell of the National Board of Arbitra- 
tion of. the National Association of Baseball 
leagues, tonight gave out a special notice to 
all organized baseball, for the first time in 
the history of minor league baseball expell- 
ing an entire league from the National as- 
sociation. Mr. Farrell said: 

“The officials of the Blue Grass league 
having püblicly and officially made known 


thelr determination to violate the national agree- 
ment, thie league, after a fair notification to its 
league president and a wire notice to its club mem- 
bers, has had its membership fee returned and its 
reserved players declared free agents. The Na- 
tional association must abide by the provisions ot 
article 5, section 8, of its contract with the major 
leagues, the National agreement. 


Kentucky Towns in League. 

The R ué Grass league includes Frankiort, Mays- 
ville, Richmond, Lexington, Paris, and Mount 
Sterling, Ky. An attempt has been made to add 
Covington, Ky., to the circuit. 

As Covington is within five miles of Cincinnati 
a club playing there infringes upon the territorial 
rights of the majur kague club and its existence 
constitutes a violation of the section of the na- 
tional agreement specifie: by Chairman Farrell. 
The decision declares over 100 players to be free 


agents.

Coroner Has No Interest in 
Any Tail Light, but Pat- 
ented One. 


SEEKS TO SAVE LIVES. 


Says His War on Speeders Aims 
to Check Recklessness 
and Deaths.

Coroner Peter Hoffman yesterday disputed 
the statement of the Automobile Trade asso- 
clation that he ever had been connected wila 
che Tesla Auto Light company. He went 
even further. He denied he was interested in 
any lamp. He admitted he had patented a 
tall light less than two years ago. 

Z. C. Bikin of the trade association was 
forced to admit he had little if any definite 
proof that Coroner Hoffman was connected 
with the Tesla concern, but insists he has 
reliable information the coroner approached 
a representative of a local motor supply com- 
pany in August of last year with a proposi- 
tion to supply a light he was interested in, 

Mr. Elkin repeated hie charges made on 
Thureday—that the “ harassing of motorists 
for alleged defective tall lights began short- 
wy after Coroner Hoffman's interview with 
the supply man.” 

Coroner Hoffman’s Denial. 


Ido not know the Tesla Auto Light com- 
Pany or the people behind it.“ said Coroner 


Hoffman, nor anf! financially interested in 


it or any other lamp. About two years ago 
I made a lamp with a hood that I used on 
my own car, and showed it toa few persons on 
Auto row.’ Later I sold the rights for a 
few hundred dollars to the Metals Specialty 
company, as I had not received ea patent. I 
do not think that concern has made any of 
the lamps for at least a year. 

I now use a Tesla lamp on my car. It 
was bought from an agent whose where- 
abouts I do not know. He asked me if I would 
write a letter of recommendation, and I 
did so, because of its merit, not for any 


financial reason. My number can be geen at 


night for a distance of 150 feet, while the 
average lamp is so poor the number cannot 
be read at 40 or 50 feet. Fully 80 per cent 
of the cars are in this condition. 

“Poor tall lights are the catise of many 
a guilty motorist escaping. I think all auto- 
mobile owners should uphold, rather than op- 
pose, the law.
